Once when asked 
why he had all those things in his room 
he replied that if the students weren't 
looking at him, at least their attention 
would stay in the room. He was also 
noted for his love of feeding students 
At the World Culture meals and NHS 
picnics leftovers were never a problem 
due to Mr. Munchel’s serving 

We will always remember him as a 
person who was never without a smile, 
ora kind word. He was a teacher of out- 
standing dedication as was shown in his 
conscious effort to make class interest- 
ing as well as updated. There are no 
words to express how much he will be 
missed and ICA may never again be lit 
up with the magnetism of such a vibrant 
personality
